Nicholas Murray Butler, president of Columbia: 


Jniversity, delivered an address before the Bar Asso- j 
dation of the State of Ohio, at Columbus on Friday 
ivening last. In this address he declared that the only 
ray to solve the problems confronting America in con- 
icction with the eighteenth amendment was to repeal 
•he amendment. He declared: 
% 
"In form and in fact," he said, "and judged 


by all the usual tests and standards, these two 
amendments are part of the organic law. and 
with all the rights and authority which attach 
thereto. Nevertheless, they are not obeyed by 
large numbers of highly intelligent and morally 
sensitive people, and there is no likelihood that 
they ever can be enforced, no matter at what ex- 
penditure of money or of effort, or at what cost 
or infringement or of neglect of other equally 
valid provisions of the same constitution/' 
We can imagine that every manufacturer of illegal 


iquor, every sneaking bootlegger, swelled up with glee 
rhen he read this statement from such high authority. 
bid of course those who were contemplating entering 
bis lif e of crime, and were hovering between two opin- 
ons, were helped to decide against the law by this char- 
cterization of the ones who violate it. 


We do not just get the slant with which a man 


aoks upon a problem as Mr. Butler does, in a De- 
locracy such as we have, regarding any piece of legis- 
ition that was adopted by so large a majority. Every 
ear which the legislature meets, people who are in- 
erested in the enforcement of law in regard to any 
latter, like automobile stealing, selling blue sky stock, 
te., are bombarding the legislature to make it more 
ifficult for crooks to violate the law. They always 
how how, in great volume, the particular law is vio- 
ited. 


How simple would be the solution if we would fol- 


>w the suggestion of Mr. Butler. Why, repeal the 
iw against stealing automobiles! Repeal the law that 
rotects people against the fradulent sale of stocks! 
Ve would then save all the expense, and worry, of 
rosecution and make the thieves and frauds law- 
biding at the same time. 
It would be wonderfully 


ffective. 
We would have a great body of law- 


biding citizens, made law-abiding by law, by the won- 
erful expedient of placing the standard of law so low 
hat the meanest man in the state could carry out his 
>west instincts, and still not get below the plane estab-

At the same time, however, it should be the privi- 


ige, and the purpose of the lawyer, to see to it that the 
aterests of the state are protected and to tell the mm- 
nal frankly, and plainly, that he will see that he i^ not 
ailroaded and that the facts are proven. It is further 
be privilege and duty of the lawyer, however, to tell the 
rhninal that he will not interfere with the state's ef- 
ort to protect society by trying to take advantage of 
ilatory motions, technical opportunities for delay, and 
ther methods of procedure which lawyers take on be- 
alf of criminals, not for the purpose of justice, but to 
cieat justice. 


The lawyer should have it understood that he is 


here as an attorney, with his first duty to society, of 
rhicn he is a part, and with his second duty to his 
Uent, but only to perform such service as will not in- 
erfere with his first and primary duty. If the lawyers 
rookl take this view of the matter it would do more for 


enforcement than all the activities of the sheriffs 
the aeterity of the judges.
